To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Blaenavon  Urban  District  Council. 

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  22nd  annual  public  health 
report  for  your  district  for  the  year  1970. 

The  report  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  Regulations 
15  (1 ) of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations,  1959,  and  to  comply  with 
instructions  contained  in  circular  5/71  (Wales)  dated  1st  January,  1971, 
from  the  Welsh  Office. 


General  Comment.  , 

In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  country  the  year  opened  in 
the  middle  of  an  influenza  outbreak  which  began  early  in  Debember,  1970, 
and  died  out  in  early  February,  1971.  This  district  was  not  so  seriously 
attacked  as  neighbouring  areas  appeared  to  have  been,  and  this  seemed  to 
be  reflected  in  so  far  as  there  was  not  any  marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths,  especially  in  the  elderly,  from  respiratory  infections  during 
the  period. 

There  were  few  notifications  of  notifiable  diseases  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  but  these  did  include  three  cases  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  affecting  two  males  and  one  female.  One  male  case  was  a mass 
radiography  ascertainment  at  his  place  of  work,  while  the  second  male  case 
was  complicated  by  bronchiectasis  and  ended  fatally.  The  one  female  case 
had  already  been  on  the  tuberculosis  register  many  years  ago  and  having 
broken  down  again  was  re^notified . 

Unfit  houses  represented  during  the  year  numbered  13  to 
bring  the  total  to  373  represented  during  the  past  12  years.  The  number 
of  families  still  living  in  condemned  properties  was  reduced  during  the 
year  and  now  stands  at  38  excluding  21  in  Council  owned  properties  which 
are  scheduled  for  demolition.  The  year  saw  48  new  units  of  accommodation 
added  to  the  Council's  stock  of  houses  with  many  more  due  in  the  near 
future. 

Work  was  completed  during  the  year  on  the  very  extensive 
repairs  and  improvements  to  the  Council's  1 44  houses  on  the  Elgam  Avenue 
estate.  This  extensive  and  imaginative  exercise  has  rescued  these  50 
year  old  properties  from  decay  and  given  them  a new  lease  of  life,  so 
that  they  now  provide  modern  standards  in  housing  accommodation  for  their 
occupants. 

During  the  year  the  town's  water  undertaking  passed  over  to 
the  new  Gwent  Water  Board  who  will,  no  doubt,  be  in  a better  position  to 
rectify  the  deficiencies  both  in  quality  and  quantity  which  were  such 
prominent  features  of  our  supply  over  past  years. 
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GENERAL  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  population  estimate  for  the  district  at  mid  1970  as  furnished  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  7,640  which  once  again  continues  the  yearly  downward  trend 
in  population  for  the  town  as  shown  over  the  last  forty  nine  years,

There  were  1 1 4 live  births  (64  males  and  50  females)  allocated  for 
the  year  1970  which  is  the  highest  number  for  some  years  past  and  shows  an 
increase  of  11  births  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these  114  live  births  6 
were  of  illegitimate  birth  (2  males  and  4 females)  which  gives  an 
illegitimacy  rate  of  5%  compared  with  a rate  of  8%  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  local  adjusted  birth  rate  per  1 ,000  population  for  the  year 
was  17.3  as  compared  with  a figure  of  16.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  natural  increase  (i.e.  births  over  deaths)  for  the  year  was  7 
which  is  the  first  time  for  some  years  that  this  figure  has  been  on  the 
credit  side. 

Stillbirths  for  the  year  numbered  2 (1  male  and  1 female  - both 
legitimate)  which  was  one  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  stillbirth 
rate  was  17  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  compared  with  the 
national  figure  of  13. 

It  appears  that  95%  of  the  district's  births  now  take  place  in 
hospitals. 

The  local  crude  birth  rate  of  14.9  per  1 ,000  population  is 
comparable  with  the  national  rate  for  the  year  of  16.0  (provisional)  if 
the  local  crude  rate  is  multiplied  by  a comparability  factor  of  1.1 6 
which  gives  a local  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  year  of  17.3  per  1,000 
population.

The  deaths  allocated  to  this  district  for  the  year  numbered  107 
(59  males  and  48  females)  which  was  17  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The 
crude  death  rate  was  1 4. 0 per  1,000  population  v/hich  reflects  the  lesser 
number  of  deaths  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

These  dea.ths  are  assigned  to  their  various  -causes  in  age  and  sex 
groups  in  table  V. 

The  cancers  accounted  for  20  deaths  (11  males  and  9 females),  or 
18.7%  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year.  Cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi 
caused  one  death  (a  female)  as  compared  with  three  deaths  (all  males)  in 
1 969,  three  deaths  in  1 968  and  4 deaths  in  1967*  This  represents  5%  of 
the  total  cancer  deaths  for  the  year. 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels  caused  62  deaths  (33  males 
and  29  females),  or  57.9%  of  the  total  deaths  for  the  year. 

The  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  (excluding  tuberculosis  and 
cancer)  caused  17  deaths  (11  males  and  6 females),  or  15»9%  of  the  total 
deaths.  This  was  appreciably  less  than  last  year  which  indicates  that  the 
influenza  epidemic  at  the  opening  of  the  year  did  not  hit  this  district 
severely , 

There  was  no  death  assigned  to  childbirth,  pregnancy  or  abortion. 

There  was  one  male  death  assigned  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis  during 
the  year  in  a person  in  the  age  group  35  - 44  years. 

The  local  crude  death  rate  of  14.0  per  1,000  population  can  be 
compared  with  the  national  rate  of  11.7  (provisional)  if  the  local  crude 
rate  is  first  multiplied  by  a comparability  factor  of  1.04  to  give  a local 
adjusted  rate  of  14.6.

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NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 


The  notifications  of  notifiable  diseases  received  from  genera 
practitioners,  hospital  medical  officers  and  chest  physicj ^ns  duripg 
the  year  1970  are  shown  in  age  and  sex  groups  in  tables  JU  and  Xltl. 

There  was  nothing  of  any  significance  in  these  notifications 
and  the  district  was  free  from  any  of  the  more  serious  notifiable 
diseases . 

For  the  twenty-first  consecutive  year  there  has  been  no 
notification  of  diphtheria  in  this  urban  area.  This  happy  state  can 
only  be  maintained  if  parents  ensure  that  their  children  are  adequate 
protected  by  immunisation  and  the  facilities  for  achieving  this  are 
fully  adequate  in  this  area.  The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  mounte 
an  immunisation  publicity  campaign  against  diphtheria  throughout  the 
county  during  the  year  in  an  effort  to  raise  the  acceptance  rate 
following  a recent  outbreak  of  diphtheria  among  unimmunised  children 
in  one  of  their  districts.  In  a further  effort  to  raise  the  acaeptan 
rate  the  County  Authority  has  also  computerised  their  immunisation 
records  so  that  appointments  for  initial  and  booster  doses  of  vaccine 
may  be  sent  out  at  the  appropriate  time  to  children,  and  thereby  ensu 
that  parents  are  reminded  of  their  obligations  in  this  respect  and  ar 
not  overlooked.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  effort  on  the  part  of  th 
Local  Health  Authority  will  result  in  a betterment  of  the  previous 
acceptance  rates. 
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TUBERCULOSIS . 


The  Chest  Clinic  facilities  for  this  district  are  provided  further 
down  the  valley  at  the  Park  Buildings,  Pontypool,  which  is  within  reasonable 
distance.  This  clinic  is  open  two  whole  days  per  week  on  Tuesdays  and 
Thursdays . 

The  services  of  a static  mass  radiography  unit  are  available  at 
the  Chest  Clinic,  129  Stow  Hill,  Newport,  for  persons  requiring  a chest  X 
ray  and  is  open  daily  from  Monday  to  Friday  (9.0  a.m.  to  1.0  p.m.  and 
2.0  p.m.  to  5.0  p.m.)  with  an  evening  session  on  Thursdays  from  5.0  p.m. 
to  7.0  p.m. 


A unit  of  the  Welsh  Hospital  Board’s  mobile  mass  radiography 
service  visited  one  factory  in  the  district  during  the  year  and  the 
following  findings  were  obtained.

RESPIRATORY  TUBERCULOSIS  AND  LUNG  CANCER 
DEATHS  FOR  ENGLAND  AND  'VALES  - 1970. 


The  provisional  death  rate  per  million  for  England  and  Wales  for 
respiratory  tuberculosis  was  1 9 as  compared  with  22  for  1969. 

The  death  rate  for  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi  per  million 
population  was  617  which  shows  a further  increase  from  the  figure  of  610 
for  1969. 

In  actual  figures  this  means  30,213  deaths  (2^,871  males  and  5,3^7) 
females)  from  cancer  of  the  lungs  and  bronchi  as  compared  with  29? 763 
for  1969.  There  were  9^3  deaths  (685  males  and  22 8 females)  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1970  as  compared  with  1,092  deaths  for  1969.
